In view of the fact that Admiral Schley 


stands accused of acting the part of a 
coward in the naval battle off Santiago, 
the following published in the St. Louis 
Globe Democrat, on Inly 30, will not be 
without interest: 


The Schley court of inquiry recalls an 


nterestlng episode of the Korean expedi- 
ion. The expedition was one sent to de- 
stroy the forts which had fired on a survey- 
ng party and the ships which were taring 
United States Minister Low to Korea to 
negotiate a treaty with the Chinese au- 
horitios. The expedition was sent tbe 
ajt of May, 1871, under command of Bear 
Admiral Rodgers. Surveying parties sent 


small boats up the Sale river in Korea 


were fired upon, and in consequence our 
naval force determined upon the destruc- 
tion of the forts, after waiting ten days 
for some explanation or apology for the 
acts of hostility. 


A party of sailors and marines were 


landed, and, after a difficult march over 
an almost impassable country, the forts 
were assaulted and captured June 9 and 
10. The officers and men engaged in this 
attack displayed perseverance, steadiness 
and courage highly creditable to the coun- 
try and the service. 


Five forts were captured and destroyed, 


fifty battle-flags taken and 181 pieces of 
artillery fell into our hands. 
Upward of 


two hundred and forty Koreans were killed 
and a few captured. 


Schley was an active participant in the 


operations. 
Be came directly under the 


command of Commander L. A. Kimberly, 
who commanded the Benicla during the 
expedition, an who is one of the officers to 
serve on the Schley court of inquiry. 
In 


one part of his description of the assault 
on the citadel Commander Kimberly, ad- 
dressing the secretary of tbe navy in -on 
official report, said: 


The citadel was captured, but dearly 


so, as the gallant and brave MeKee, the 
first to enter over the parapet, fell mortal- 
ly wounded with two wounds; he has since 
died, and the navy' has lost one of her 
bravest and noblest sons. 
Lieutenant 


Commander Scbley was the next officer in 
the fort and killed the Korean who wound- 
ed McKee." 


In making his recommendations to tbe 


department, Commander Kimberly said 
of Schley: 


To Lieutenant Commander W. S. 


Schley belongs the credit of organizing 
the epxedition and carrying out the seve- 
ral details, .which went far to prevent 
confusion and induce success. His ar- 
rangement of the boats, his superinten- 
dence of the various labors on shore, in 
destroying the guns and forts, encouraging 
the men and setting them a brave exam- 
ple, in being the second in the fort with 
its storming, and being in readiness at all 
times to render assistance where most 
needed, render praise unnecessary. The 
facts of his labors and actions, judgment 
and system, speak tor themselves. 
I com- 


mend him to your notice." 


In his own official report of the matter. 


Lieutenant Commander Schley said in 
part: 


"About 12.30 p. m. the charge was made 


througn a deep ravine, full 80 feet deep, 
with 350 sailors and marines. The ap- 
proach was clear of any covering, and the 
fire of the enemy most terrific and severe. 
Nothing could withstand the men. The 
impetuosity of the charge was met by 
-brave m<*n in the fort, who contested inch 
by inch, and who fought hand to hand. 
The honor of gaining the first foothold in- 
side the fort fell to Lieut. McKee, who 
was at once charged by the enemy. 
But 


a moment had elapsed until I gained the 
inside and went to his aid in his desperate 
tight with the enemy. In a moment he 
fell mortally wounded by a musket ball in 
the groin and a speer stab in the side. The 
same brave one who had speared McKee 
rushed upon me, but the spear passed be- 
tween my left arm and my body and be- 
fore he could withdraw it for a second trial 
he was shot dead and fell lifeless at my 
feet."

2. The best time to clean the teeth is 


after the last meal. 


3. A small .toothbrush with stiff bristles 


should be used, brushing up and down 
and across and inside and outside and in 
between the teeth.

4. A simple tooth powder or a little soap 


and some precipitated chalk taken up on 
the brush may be used if the teeth are 
dirty or stained. 


5. It is a good practice to rinse the 


mouth out after every meal. 


6. All rough usage of the teeth, such as 


cracking nuts, biting thread, etc., shoald 
be avoided, but the proper use of the 
teeth in chewing is good for them. 


When decay occurs, it should be at- 


tended to long before any pain results. 
It is stopping'of a small cavity that is of 
the greatest service.—Motherhood.
